from 25 to 35 sticks of dynamite were 
used.

cumstances. 


What was 


thrift before 
the war might 
be extrava- 
gance 
today. 


What w thrift 


today may be unwise economy a year 


: from now. What is commendable 
"-frugality for'one family may be par- 


simony for another. 


Each individual should stttdy his 


case as it is related to his ^ own life 
and environment'and as.it is related 
in the broadest way to the common 
national good. 


There is such a thing as pernicious 


economy, which, though inspired by 
the most patriotic motives has, never- 


• theless; in its enactment quite the op- 


posite'effect The^TCidden withdrawal 
of money from circulation, caused by 
hoarding or a practical cessation of 
buying by large numbers of persons, 
throws the entire business machinery 
ot the country out of gear. 


Business is built up on the basis 


of certain trade yclumes, which may 
reasonably be expected and which are 
iocthcothing under normal conditions.: 
\Vhen this current suddenly is dimin- 
ished, it jeopardizes the entire busi- 
ness structure of the country. 


However, in earn individual case, 


where trade is withheld because of" 
patriotic impulses, there can be no 
criticism of motives. But, in such 
. cases, the individual should look be- 
yond the narrow horizon of his pcr- 
sorul world. 


He .should gaiu a national perspec- 


tive. 


He should bear in mind that th/ 


business of the country must b* 
maintained; the wheels of industry 
must tuna. People musfrbe employed 
and, in order that all these thing: 
may be possible, money must be kep 
in circulation, 
^On the other hand, there are man} 
of us who are not practising enc-ngfj' 
economy, either in the conservation 
of food or otherwise. We are driffJ 
ing along with little or no change in 
the daily routine of our lives. We are 
eating a little less meat, wheat and 
sugar. • We have helped the Red 
Cross and Y, M. C A. We have 
bought Liberty Bonds because they 
are.the best investment in the world. 
In these things we have felt that wa 
were doing our whole duty. 


Unless we have made some, real 


sacrifices, both personal and financial, 
we have not, by any means, done our 
full share. We should buy Liberty 
Bonds to the limit of our ability. We 
should help war* charities to the limit 
of our capacity and we should bring 
our elim:n.ation of food waste to 
lOG^c efficiency. 
We should substi- 


tute other foods for wheat, meat, fats 
and sugar just as far as good health 
and good sense will permit.

These are days when much definite, 


concrete harm can be done through a 
misconstrued understanding- of patri- 
otic duty, through misapplied econ- 
omy and misguided thrift
